ANNUAL REPORT - 1967 


Mr. Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


The population at mid year 1967 as estimated by the Registrar Genera 
was 3,830 and shows no change from the estimated population at mid year 
1966, There were 62 live-births, 4 less than in 1966. 8.0% of the bivin. 
were illegitimate. There was 1 stillbirth as in 1966. There were 55 
deaths at all ages and the death-rate was 14.4 per thousand population. 
There was 1 infant death during the year. 


There was no serious outbreak of infectious illness during the year 
There were 2 new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis notified compared with 
2 in 1966 and 2 in 1965. There were no new cases of non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis notified. 


In March 1968 the Minister of Health announced that there was to be 
a mass campaign to protect children against measles and authority to 
vaccinate children aged 2 - 7 years inclusive has already been received. 
Epidemics of measles affecting large numbers of children occur in this 
country every two years. Although these days deaths from measles are not 
common, nevertheless measles is a distressing illness and in addition 
causes serious complications in many children. Protection against measles 
by vaccination is a simple procedure requiring only one injection to 
produce a lasting immunity. It is available free of charge from family 
doctors or at local authority clinics. I strongly urge parents who have 
not already done so to take advantage of this new preventive measure. The 
recommended age for giving protection is in the second year of life. 


I should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the Health 
Committee for their continued support and confidence. JI should also like 
to thank the Council's Officers for their valuable help throughout the 
year,

GENERAL SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES 


1. Water. The area is supplied by the Stockport and District Water Board. 
The Board consists of representatives of the Stockport County Borough 
Council, the Urban District Councils of Bredbury and Romiley, Marple, New 
Mills, Alderley Edge, Cheadle and Gatley, Hazel Grove and Bramhall, Whaley 
Bridge and Wilmslow and the Rural District Council of Disley ("the 
constituent councils") and the Cheshire County Council. 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected to the 
mains but a few farms and isolated houses situated on high ground are 
supplied by natural wells and springs, a few having boreholes. The 
situation of these premises and the physical characteristics of the land 
render the cost of laying mains prohibitive and an almost impossible task. 


The water supplied to the district is chemically treated, filtered and 
chlorinated; it is subject to frequent bacteriological examinations and 
chemical analyses by the Board and has proved satisfactory in quality and 
quantity. Fluoridation is not carried out. The central and lower areas 
of the district are supplied from Kinder Reservoir and the higher parts co: 
the district from the Goyt Valley High Level supply, 


Seven samples of mains water draw from house taps were submitted to 
the Public Health Laboratory, Withington Hospital, for bacteriological 
examination and were found to be satisfactory. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Stockport and District Water Board

Private Water Supplies 


Twenty-four samples from private water supplies were taken during the 
year and submitted for bacteriological analyses. On the isolated occasio~. 
that unsatisfactory results were obtained appropriate action was taken to 
ensure the safety of the supply. After occasional samples from a private 
water supply to an hotel were found to be unsatisfactory improvements 
were carried out to improve the storage facilities, filtration and 
chlorination of the supply. 


2. Drainage and Sewerage. 


The greater part of the district is sewered and two sewage disposal 
works are owned and administered by the Council. The Waterside sewage 
disposal works deals with the majority of the sewage from the district md 
the final effluent discharges into the River Goyt. The Coppice sewage 
disposal works deals with a limited amount of sewage from properties in 
the western part of the district and the final treated effluent discharges 
into the Bollinghurst Brook. 


Nearly all properties within the district are connected to the main 
sewerage system excepting those in isolated positions. 


Connections to the sewerage system were made to service all new 
properties erected during the year. 


On the few occasions when cesspools or septic tanks require to be 
emptied, arrangements ara made for the hire of a cesspit emptying machine 
from a neighbouring authority.

During stormy weather the surface water gaining access to the sewers 
causes excessive surcharging, and on several occasions the sewer manhole 
covers have been forced off with the consequent overflow of sewage. As 
further housing development in the district is in progress it is advisab!« 
that a full assessment of the main sewer flows should be made to determin; 
what amendments are necessary to cope with peak flows. 


The Council had engaged a firm of consultant engineers to advise on 
improvements to the Waterside sewage disposal works to cope with increasec 
and future demands and during the year a scheme was prepared for the 
reconstruction of these works.

4. Public Conveniences 


The Council owns one building near Ram Guare, Disley, which contair: 
sanitary conveniences for both sexes. Cleansing of the premises is carric”. 
out each day by a part time Officer. Coin operated locks are fitted to 
the doors of the W.C's. there are no turnstiles. 


5. Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The refuse collection in the area was carried out by direct labour 
using a dual tip diesel Karrier Bantam vehicle of 12 cu.yds. capacity 
with rear loading. The refuse collection team comprised a loader/driver 
and two loaders and an incentive bonus scheme was operated. <A target 
was fixed at 1000 bins to be collected by the team, during a basic period 
of 126 man hours, and 23d. per bin was the incentive bonus paid in respect 
of all bins collected in excess of the target figure, which varied pro 
rata with the number of hours actually spent on refuse collection. In 
addition to the collection of household refuse a weekly collection of 
trade refuse is carried out. The number of bins requiring emptying is 
steadily increasing due to building development and also the changed nature 
of refuse which is increasing enormously in bulk but decreasing in weight. 


The number of bins emptied each collection round increased during the 
year from 1816 to 1919, the average period of collection was increased to 
11.8 days. 


The refuse is disposed of by tipping at the Council's tip off 
Greenshall Lane, Disley. Levelling off and sealing of the tip was under- 
taken by a hired bulldozer. Applications of tip dressing were applied 
as necessary to prevent nuisance from flies. 


As the amount of tipping space available is very limited enquiries 
were instituted regarding future refuse disposal arrangements.

6. Rodent Control 


The services of a Rodent Operator are shared with a neighbouring 
Local Authority and the Rodent Operator is employed in this district on 
five mornings in alternative weeks. Regular inspections and treatments 
of the Council's sewage disposal works and refuse tip have been carried 
out and surveys were made for the detection and eradication of rodents 
throughout the rural district. No major infestations were found but 
148 minor rat infestations at private properties and local authority pre. 
and 1 at business premises were treated. Infestations of mice were dealt 
with at 11 properties in various parts of the area. 


7- Camping Sites 


There is one permanent camping site in the district which is 
occupied during the summer months and during winter weekends by a Nations 
Girls Organisation. The camp is well managed and no nuisance arose. 


8. Noise Abatement Act 1960 


No action was necessary under this Act during the year. 


9. Animal Boarding Establishments Act, 1963 


One application for a renewal of Licence was received and approved 
for an establishment with accommodation for 36 dogs and 12 cats. The 
premises are kept in a satisfactory condition.

1. Council Housing. 


The extent of housing owned by the Council was 172 houses and flats 
and 14 bungalows. The bungalows are approved under the County Council's 
welfare scheme and are fitted with intercommnication system linked to one 
of the bungalows which is occupied by a Warden.
